(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Oct. 5.— Considerable specu- 
lation is being indulged in here aB to 
whether the Government will receive 
any fairly favorable offer for the Atlan- 
tic mail service. The departmental ad- 
vertisement states that the government 
are not under obligation to accept any 
offer, and should the price asked be in 
excess of that now being paid, aud tho 
vessels of inferior class are offered, it is 
not at all unlikely that the government 
will utilize the New York route for let- 
ters, aud send the parcels from St. John 
by the Beaver and Furness lines. All 
steamship lines running services from 
St. John or Halifax to England may be 
compelled under their contract to carry 
mails without extra subsidy. 

Mr. Blair, minister of railways, has 
returned from a trip over the Drummond 
County Railway. Mr. Pottiuger ac- 
companied him. The rails are now laid 
to Levis, but considerable ballasting is 
still to bo done. It is expected that the 
new service will bo inaugurated about 
November 1. 

Members of the Dominion police force 
who went to St. Vincent de Paul peni- 
tentiary are returning to Ottawa, except 
two, after conveying eight of the more 
turbulent prisoners to Kingston. 

Mr. Mclnnes, M.P , is here represent- 
ing the Miners' Union in its case involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the law pro- 
hibiting the employment of Chinese un- 
derground in mines. 

The Supreme court opened this morn- 
ing, Justice Taschereau presiding, and 
all the members except the Chief Jus- 
tice being present. The Reatigouche ap- 
peal having been Bettled between the 
parties and withdrawn from the docket, 
the Quebec list of appeals was taken up.

NEW YORK'S MAYORALTY. 

Old-Time Chief Magistrate on the Issues of 
the Present Contest. 

London, Oct. 5.— Mr. Abram Hewitt, 
one of the organizers of the county 
Democracy in 1870, former congressman 
and mayor of New York during the 
years 1887 and 1889, has been inter- 
viewed on the political situation arising 
out of the campaign for the election of 
mayor of Greater New York. Mr. 
Hewitt said : " I am an old man and a 
back number, but if any message from 
me will have any influence at this 
crisis, the greatest in the hiBtory of city 
government, I shall gladly send it. The 
only issue is, whether New York is fit 
for self-government; whether a majority 
of her citizens are honest. Will they 
give their city good government by elect- 
ing Mr. Low, or will they turn it over to 
plunderers by returning Tammany to 
power; or will they put. into effect the 
crazy vagaries of socialism by electing 
Henry George. The Republicans should 
have sufficient patriotism to withdraw 
Gen. Tracy. He is a man for whom I 
have the highest regard, but his position 
is utterly indefensible. The last thing 
he wants is to be Mayor of New York, 
and he would be the first to admit the 
friends of Mr. Low. I believe that in 
his heart Gen. Tracy wants Mr. Low 
elected, yet he stands the tool of Senator 
Piatt, the only factor in the fight who 
can prevent the election of Mr. Low."

FIRES IN THE EAST. 

Several Districts in Ontario Suffering From 
Drought— Toronto Nail Works. 

Ottawa, Oct. 5. — The village of Cas- 
selman, about thirty miles from here on 
the Canada Atlantic railway, is re- 
ported to be in flames. The fire caught 
in tho bueh near the village. All tele- 
graph and telephone communication 
with the village has been stopped, and 
and all trains leaving here on the Can- 
ada Atlantic are cancelled. Three yeara 
ago tho village was burned down. Ap- 
plication was made here for assistance 
but none could be sent. 

Woodstock, Oct. 5.— Destructive forest 
fires aro reported in Blandfordand Elliee 
townships, and on the northwestern 
boundary of Woodstock. 

Toronto, Oct. 5.— A small fire occurred 
this morning in the office of the Graham 
Nail Works, adjoining the Central Pris- 
on, and evidently resulted from yester- 
day's conflagration. The oflice and fix- 
tures wore destroyed. Loss, $1,500. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Report From the Fire Swept District— Fatal 
Accidents to Shooting Parties. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 5. — John House, of 
Virden, left home yesterday on a shoot- 
ing expedition. His horse and rig re- 
turned during the night, and on search 
being made to-day House's dead body 
was found on the trail, with tho gun 
charge through his heart. It is sup- 
posed tho death was accidental. 

A yotinu: Englishman named Seward 
was "killed near Elkhorn yesterday by 
falling from a wagon laden with bricks, 
the wheels crushing his Bkull. 

Commissioner McCreary has returned 
from the Mennonito settlement eaBt of 
BeauBejour, where he had been to look 
after the recent arrivals there who had 
suffered in the prairie fires. He found 
that four families had nothing whatever 
left, and these he arranged to bring in 
to tho immigration hall for the present. 
Moat of the others had suffered in greater 
or less degree, but had already com- 
menced to repair the damage done as 
well aa possible and get ready for the 
winter. While some were disheartened, 
others did not show it much. Mr. Mc- 
Creary estimated that possibly 25 out of 
75 families had been sufferers. 

Robert Muir, of tbifl city, has been ap- 
pointed representative of Manitoba to 
the Dominion flour standards board 
meeting in Montreal next month. 

Charles Gibson, son of D. Gibson, of 
Souris, received the contents of a shot- 
gun in his elbow by the accidental' dis- 
charge of the weapon.

GOOD WORDS FOR VVEYLER. 

Business Men of Havana Pass Resolutions 
of Respect. 

Havana, Oct. 5.— The friends of Capt 
tain- General Weyler made a grand rally 
in Lub behalf to-day and did all they 
could to prevent hiB recall to Spain 
They held a meeting at the SpaniBh 
Casino, many of the wealthier class of 
Spaniards being present. Resolutions 
endorsing General Weyler were adopted 
with great enthusiasm and a cable mes 
sage sent to the government at Madrid 
anuouncing that the representatives of 
trading, mercantile and industrial com 
munities assembled at the meeting were 
familiar with the state of the island of 
Cuba and were satisfied with the course 
of General Weyler, looking to an early 
and complete pacification of Cuba, and 
expressing fear that his recall would de- 
lay the pacification. 

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

First Report Under Reorganization Shows 
Half a Million Surplus. 

New York, Oct. 5.— The stockholders 
of the Northern Pacific railway had their 
annual meeting here to-day. The first 
report under the reorganization was pre- 
sented. It covers the ten months end- 
ing June 30, 1807. Tiie income account 
for thin period shows as follows: Gross, 
$14,941, 513; operating expenses, $0,155,- 
872; net, $5,785,085; taxes, 428,980 ; net 
income from operating, $5,350,004 ; other 
income, $255,340; net revenue, $5,012,- 
305; interest on bonds, $5,110,248; 
balance, $502,057 ; written off, $12,228; 
surplus, $489,828. 

The length of main line operated is 
4,375 inilea. The land owned by the 
Northern Pacific amountB to nearly 34,- 
000,000 acres, of which almost all ia west 
of the Missouri river. Land sales in the 
ten months amounted to $418,024, and 
outstanding land contracts on June 30 
were $1,205,584. 

The report states the company's 
position with regard to current assets 
and liabilities as follows : Currentassets, 
$7,437,011 ; current liabilities, $4,483,986. 

THE BOOTHS' QUARREL. 

It Is Not at an End and the Separate Or- 
ganizations Will Not Be United. 

Mount Clare, N. J., Oct. 5. — Mrs. 
Ballington Booth to-day denied the 
truth of the reports from Detroit that 
the Booths were reconciled and that the 
Volunteers of America would soon be 
amalgamated with the Salvation Army. 
She said: "The dispatch is surely 
without foundation. Commander Bal- 
lington Booth and his followers are not 
leaders of the Volunteers because of any 
personal grievance or for any petty dif- 
ferences of opinion between them and 
tho Salvation Army, but on an entirely 
different issue, which involves an irre- 
concilable difference, between democrat- 
ic and autocratic government. The Vol- 
unteers were never stronger in the faith 
and more determined to puah forward 
their work." 



London, Oct. 5.— The news from the 
Indian frontier is favorable. Sir Wil- 
liam Lockhart'e forces will commence 
the advance on Tirah, the summer 
headquarters of the Afridis and Orak- 
zais, from Peshawur on Friday next, 
moving in threo columns. Sir William 
Lockhart and Major-General Lord 
Methven have already arrived at Kohat. 
The mullaha of Tirah on hearing of the 
advance contemplated, began their pre- 
parations to oppose it, but it is now also 
reported that they are prepared to offer 
terms on behalf of the Afridis, the Moh- 
mands and the Malakan tribesmen. 

The Ameer of Afghanistan has pub- 
lished at Cabul his reply to the petition 
of the Afridis who solicited his assist- 
ance against the British. He reminds 
them that they have never before com- 
plained of British conduct, but on the 
contrary acquiesced fully in the Afghan 
alliance with England. He quotes 
from the Koran on the sacred 
duty of fulfilling agreements, which he 
B0.ys the British have kept faithfully, 
and in conclusion he declines to assist 
them out of the trouble which they have 
brought upon themselves, adding: "To 
do so would bring ignominy upon myself 
and my people." 

Tho Ameer has also issued throughout 
Afghanistan a long proclamation, dated 
August 13, and entitled "A clear declar- 
ation and warning to all Afghans." This 
is much to the same effect as the reply 
to the petition of the Afridis. It clears 
England of any disloyal inten- 
tion towards Afghanistan, justifies 
the alliance as a "protection against 
foreign invasion," and taunts the tribes- 
men with rebelling at the instigation of 
a fakir of unknown parentage after ac- 
cepting British subsidies, and with pre- 
tending to raise a Jehad, while all Moh- 
mands and most of theKhanB are taking 
sides with the English. 

Finally washing his hands of their 
affairs, the Ameer addreBses the tribes- 
men as follows: " Your real object is to 
make me light the British government. 
If I were to do such a foolish thing, I 
am sure you would assume the position 
of aimple spectators. I am not Buch a 
fool as to aunoy and offend others for 
your sake." 



C. P. R. INSPECTION. 

President Van Home Starts on His Annual 
Trip With n Party of Friends. 

Montreal, Oct. 5. — Sir Wm. C. Van 
Home left this morning on his annual 
tour of inspection of the whole system 
weBt of Montreal, accompanied by Mr. 
R. B. Angus, Mr. E. S. Clouston, of the 
Bank of Montreal, and Mr. James Robb. 
The party will travel in the private car 
Saskatchewan, and make the journey by 
daylight so as to see everything. They 
will be absent three or four weeks. 

A TELLER "iN TROUBLE. 

Charged With Having Robbed His Bank of 
Thirty Thousand. 

Napanee, Ont., Oct. 5.— W. H. Pot- 
ton, teller of the Dominion Bank branch 
here, which was robbed a few weeks ago 
of $30,000, has been arrested on the 
charge of committing the robbery.

SPAIN'S NEW GOVERNMENT. 

Promise of Firmness and Sagacity in Its 
Military Procrnmme— Weyler 
Must Go. 

Madrid, Oct. 5.— It is reported here 
to-day that the United States minister, 
General Stewart L. Woodford, left at the 
foreign office yesterday an official note 
from Secretary Sherman in which the 
latter referred to the Duke of Tetuan, 
the retiring minister for foreign affairs. 

Premier Sagasta in an interview is 
quoted assaying that most important 
liiestions are before the cabinet minis- 
ters. The latter have a thorough knowl- 
edge of the financial position of Spain 
and posseBB accurate details of the war 
situation in Cuba and in the Philippine 
Islands. The government, SagaBta is 
said to have added, will carry out its 
political and military programme with 
firmness and sagacity. 

When the premier was questioned re- 
garding the future of Captain General 
Weyler, ho said he supposed Weyler 
would resign, adding that if he did not 
do bo he would be recalled. In conclus- 
ion Senor Sagasta remarked that prompt 
action would bo taken in the Philippine 
Island, where the situation admitted of 
no delay. 



MR. LANGTRY INSANE. 

The Lily's Divorced Husband Committed to 
a Lunatic Asylum. 

London, Oct. 5. — Edward Langtry,the 
former husband of Mrs. Lily Langtry, 
the actress, who, it is Baid, privately 
married Prince Paul Esterhazy, haa 
been found wandering in a demented 
condition on tho railway line near Chea- 
ter, and has been sent to a lunatic aBy- 
lum. His condition was the Bame this 
morning aa when admitted yesterday 
into the asylum for the insane. The 
Hudden breakdown in Langtry's health 
is strange and unexpected. Up to the 
present he haB always enjoyed the beBt 
physicnl condition. Ho was an ardent 
Bportsman, lived a great deal outdoors 
and wits temperate in his habitB.

GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 

' A Better Sfconving In tbc Annual Report • and 
the -Directors Very Hopeful. 

London., (Oct. 5.— The half-yearly re 
''port of the Grand Trunk railway issued 
yesterday afternoon shows gross receipts 
of £l,72£i<9 1 ; and working expenses 
£1,162,588, which ifl at the rato of 67.9 
per cent-, compared with 71.34 per cent 
laBt year. The net traflic receipts were 
£555,921: the net rovenue -£354,394 
Paaaenger receipts decreased 0.9:3 per 
cent., while express receipts increased 
£450. Freight on live stock decreased 
12,047 tons, hut receipts ehownn increase 
of l.-tS per cent, compared with 1890. 
The directors express no opinion as to 
the past, present or future of the com- 
pany, neither -do they say whether the 
accumulated deficits will be funded or 
gradually liquidated from the earnings 
of the road. A resolution giving addi- 
tional borrowing powers iB tsroposed for 
the consideration of the directors at 
their next meeting. 

The directors are exceedingly hopeful. 
They expect a surplus of £'330, 000 at the 
close of the year. The question is being 
serioiisly discussed a8 to whether it 
would he advisable to pay dividends or 
debts. London financial journals com- 
mend the present management, and 
asBert that the economy exercised ac- 
counts for the present prosperous condi- 
tion of the> Grand Trunk railway. 



PEACE TREATY ACCEPTED. 

The Blew Greek Government Notifies the 
Powers to That Effect. 

Athens, Oct. 5. — The Boule met to- 
day, but its proceedings attracted little 
interest. M. Zaimis, the new premier, 
declared that the object of his govern- 
ment would be to secure the evacuation 
of Theesaly and to fully and radically 
reorganize the country. 'To carry out 
this he asked the chamber to postpone 
further busineps for the present. M, 
Gelynias, M. KaraponoB and M. De- 
ligeogis announced that their respective 
parties would support the government. 
Tho chamber then adjourned amid 
cheering for Gen. Smolensk!, minister 
of war. 

The cabinet regards the vote of confi- 
dence accorded M./Zaimia as equivalent 
to an acceptance of the treaty by the 
chamber and has therefore notified the 
dean of the diplomatic corps that the 
government is prepared to negotiate for 
the execution of article 2 of the treaty 
and to regard the acceptance of the 
treaty as an accomplished fact. 



LAURIER 'IN TORONTO. 

A 'Speech by Edward Blake at the Pre- 
mier's Reception There. 

Touoxiv>, Oct. 5.— The reception to 
Premier Laurier here this evening was 
fairly successful. He was met at the 
Btation at seven o'clock by the mayor 
and council, Hon. Wm. Mulock and 
other prominent citizens, and escorted 
by a torchlight procession with fireworks 
by a circuitous route to MasBey hall. 
The procession was fairly large, bnt 
there was very little cheering. The hall 
was packed to the doors an hour before 
the meeting began. The Mayor presid- 
ed and English, Gorman, and French 
addresses were presented. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier replied, stying Canada is now e. 
nation instead of a colony, and express- 
ing pleasure thtf; all nationalities are 
uniting to make Canada a unity. 

Hon. fidwant Blake being present was 
called wpon by the audience, and -gave a 
splendid speetfn, eulocisticof the leader. 
He said he wr.s alleged sometimes to be 
a failure in politics, hut at least ho was 
a succeBB in choosing a euccesBor. An 
infcrrmal dicner followed the reception, 
Premier L«urier speaking briefly. 

'■On Wednesday evening Sir Wilfrid 
will be entertained at a banquet at Mas- 
gey hall by the board fj£ trade, and on 
Thursday afternoon, at a convocation df 
Toronto university, the [Premier will be 
invested with the honorary degree of 
LL.D. 

SCORCHING WEATHER. 

Encouraging Prairie Pirss 'in Illinois and 
Chicago Suffers 'in Consequence. 

Chicago, 111., Oot.-B.-^Extremely hot 
weather for the month Of October ia now 
prevailing in thia section. During the 
past 24 houre the thermometer in this 
city went up to -80 degrees, and accord- 
ing to the -signal service records this iB 
the highest point that haB been retiister- 
ed for the snonth of'October in 27 years. 
A dense -erooke aggravated the condi- 
tions. 

On account of 'the drought for the last 
two moQtihS'evorythiug is dry as tinder, 
and foreet and, prairie 'tires are numer- 
ous. Lake Michigan has been almost 
unnavigable on account of the smoke 
and fog. Captains of incoming vessels 
have reported a most alarming state of 
affairs. Many have not slept for ' 48 
hours on account of the watchfulness 
necessary. I5oatB picking their way 
through the Straits of Mackinaw are 
particularly hampered. Landmarks are 
obliterated and lights rendered indis- 
tinct at the distance of the length of a 
steamer. 

Chicago southward and the suburbs 
are surrounded by prairie fires, and a 
dense smoke overhangs a large part of 
the •city dying south of 75th street. Hun- 
dreds of acres 6f praire have been burn- 
ed over and thousands of feet of side- 
walk and fencing consumed. The fire- 
men in this division of the city are com- 
pletely exhausted with fighting prairie 
fires night and day. Most of the fires 
were started by firea from the locomo- 
tives, but not'infrequently by mischiev- 
ous boya, who set the grass on lire fur 
excitement. 



THAT LAKH WARRIOR. 

Preparations for Her Transit tip St. Law- 
rence River and Canals. 

Washington, Oct. 5.— Secretary Long 
to-day gave the necessary orders for the 
sailing from Boston of tho 'Yantic and 
her delivery to tho State of Michigan 
lor the UB6 of the naval militia. The 
•old ship will sail under her own steam 
sometime between tho 12t,h and 15th 
inst. She will be under tho command of 
'Cotmnand«r S. W. Moore, U.S.N., who 
will have with hiui a crew of ^0 sailors. 
Lieuts. Newberry and Lothrop, repre- 
senting the State of Michigan, will sail 
with the Yantic, •and upon her arrival 
at Montreal wil'l formallr receive the 
Bhip from the bauds of" Commander 
Mooro in behaK of the start'a. 

All of the alterations in tho ship's 
trine necessary to secure her Bate pas- 
sage through "the St. I-awrence canalB 
will be made at Montreal at tho expense 
of the Michigan authorities. Of the 
esilora aboard ten will be placed on the 
r.S. ship Michigan at Erie, bix will be 
retained aboard the Yantic permanently 
•as ship keepers, and the remainder of 
the crew will be Bhipped back to Boston 
from Montreal bv rail.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

A Jewish Holiday Makes the Dullest 
Market in Weeks— Exchange 
Lower. 

Nawv Yobk, Oct. 5.— Not for many weeks 
has Wall Street seen so dull a day as to- 
day. It was offered as an explanation that 
the Jewish day of atonement called many 
brokers and operators from the street. The 
favorable factors which developed during 
the day, although they affect for a time the 
individual stocks to which they applied, 
were ineffective in causing a general ad- 
vance, and the prices of most stocks closed 
lower. The principal activity centred in 
the specialties, and the range in them was 
larpely based on vague rumors that luul 
nothing to do with the general situation. 
Actual rates for sterling exchange fell % 
for sight and M for long. The led to an in- 
crease of gold imports. 

The Evening Post says: The stock mar- 
ket was narrow, irregular, and wholly un- 
der professional manipulation. As a rule 
prices closed slightly lower, but the day's 
operations were insignificant. Among the 
minor incidents ot" the day was the publi- 
cation of the Rock Island's net earnings 
statistics and the denial of reiM>rts regard- 
ing an opposition bid at the Union Pacific 
sale. All that was given out to-day regard- 
ing the Hock Island's August net receipts 
was their increase over iS!)li, which was very 
heavy. As for the Union Pacific develop- 
ment, it may as well be said that the talk 
of a bid against the reorganizes is ridicul- 
ous and has need of ollicial denial. Nobody 
but this carefully organized body of capi- 
talists could effect the purchase, and no- 
body else wants the property. 

The Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says: The stock markets were irre- 
gular to-day, the falling off in speculation 
being entirely due probably to the fact that 
to-morrow will be a strict Jewish holiday. 
Americans opened lower in sympathy with 
the New York close of yesterday, they clos- 
ed strong, however, on New York support 
and with a steady increase of interest on 
this side.

Vancouver city, B.C. : At the ford be- 
tween Shallow and Middle hikes on Sun- 
day, 19th of September, 1807. I was 
crossinc; the ford with Mr. Cope and the 
pack train, when the horse Mr. Cope 
was leading fell down. Mr. Cope tried to 
pull the liorso out, but was taken off his 
feet by the current and carried away in- 
to deep water. 1 saw him sink and rise 
once or twice and then saw him no more. 
I was about 200 feet from him when he 
fell and could not possibly iret near 
enough to assist him. There were no 
boats near. H is body had not been re- 
covered when I had left the lakes. 
(Signed) A. Blaney; Fred. Bovan, Chief 
Constable; W. J. Hunt, Special Con- 
stable."

COAST-KOOTENAY. 

We are informed that the Victoria, 
Vancouver & Eastern Kailway company 
have effected arrangements with leadintr 
Canadian capitalists for the construction 
of the railway in the event of satisfactory 
terms being arranged with the Dominion 
and Provincial governments. Negotia- 
tions for this object have been 
in progress for some time and 
h^vo terminated satisfactorily to the V. 
V. & E. people, The governments have 
not yet been formally approached on the 
matter, but we understand that applica- 
tion will be made to the provincial gov- 
ernment at an early day for the $4,000 a 
mile subsidy granted at the last seesion 
of the legislature. The plans of the com- 
pany are not yet disclosed, but we shall 
not be surprised to learn that they in- 
clude the immediate construction of the 
line from Penticton to Boundary Creek 
without waiting for a coast connection. 



NEW PUBLIC ISSUES. 

No matter what our political prefer- 
ence are, we are all alike interested in 
the development of Canadian trade. 
Differences of opinion will always exist 
as to tue best way of accomplishing thiB, 
but there will be perfect accord aB to its 
desirability. We will all likewise admit 
that, other things being equal, commerce 
with other parts of the Empire is to be 
preferred to foreign trade. When, there- 
lore, we learn from Prof. Robertson that 
of twelve staple food products, which 
Canada can supply of the beet quality 
and in almost unlimited quantities, the 
United Kingdom imports $600,000,000 
worth, of which only 7 per cent, has 
been going from the Dominion, there 
will be a consensus of opinion as to the 
very great importance of securing more 
of this trade. The articles referred to 
are : Wheat, barley, oats, flour, live 
stock, dressed meat, cheese, butter, eggs, 
iish, fruit, lard, condensed milk, pota- 
toes, poultry and game. We have hun- 
dreds of millions of acres that can be 
devoted to the production of theBe 
articles, except of course fish, and our 
13 all supply is beyond all computation. 

If we could supply the United King- 
djm with 20 per cent, only of her con- 
sumption of these things, it would mean 
the outlay in Canada of $100,000,000, 
which would lead to such an advance in 
all lines of business that the condition of 
the country would be changed as if by 
magic. Such a trade in connection with 
the development of our mines would 
make Canada the moat prosperous coun- 
try on the globe and within a generation 
place her in the very front rank of na- 
tions. 

The Laurier ministry haa before ub 
such an opportunity as never was pre- 
sented to any sot of Canadian public 
men, and we feel aB if the discordant 
notes which have been sounded over 
worn out issues should be Btilled, while 
we watch how this groat problem is 
dealt with. Tho time haa como in 
Canada to rise above the narrow ruts of 
personal politics, which have for the 
most part occupied public attention for 
a decade. There will be Conservatives 
and there will bo Liberals, but both 
alike can serve their country best by 
seeking to discover how its material 
prosperity can best be promoted. It is 
singularly fortunate that just at this 
particular timo there is no prominent 
local iBsuo to occupy tho attention of 
parliament and the ministry. There- 
fore tho statesmanship of both parties 
can be concentrated upon this groat 
question of Canadian development. All 



CABINET REPRESENTATION. 

The retirement of Sir Oliver Mowat 
from the Cabinet has started anew the 
diHCUBaion of cabinet membership and 
representation. On Bevernl occasions 
during the last few years a great deal haB 
been eaid as to the number of salaried 
ministers. The ministry consists of 
seventeen members, fifteen of whom are 
in receipt of salaries. Three of these 
ministers are in a sense subordinate to 
two others. Thus tho Solicitor-General 
may be said to occupy a secondary place 
in regard to the Minister of Justice, the 
Minister of Customs and the Minister 
of Inland revenue; the same in regard 
to the Minister of Finance. The point 
is not that their positions are inferior to 
that of this Minister, but as they deal 
with the two sources from which the 
revenue ia drawn thoy are auxiliary to 
the Finance department. It will occur 
to many that here there may be an op- 
portunity to exercise a little judicious 
economy. Ever Binco Confederation wo 
have bad a Minister of Militia; but in 
view of the fact that our militia service 
can hardly be said to be a very pro- 
minent ieature of the policy of the coun- 
try, and that there is very little to be 
done that cannot be done by the general 
commanding and hiB adjutantB, it might 
lie found possible, without in any way 
interfering with this branch of the 
pubic service, to abolish this office and 
attach the responsibility for its adminis- 
tration to the department of Secretary 
of State, who cannot have a very great 
pressure ol serious duties. We are not 
greatly impressed with the nocessity for 
a Minister of Trade and Commorce. Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, when he held that 
portfolio, made himself very use- 
ful and seemed to justify the 
maintenance of the office; but if 
Sir Richard Cart wright has achieved any 
conspicuous success along the same 
lioeB or displayed such a degree of activ- 
ity as renders it clear that the portfolio 
ought to be retained, we have failed to 
observe evidence of it. We say this not 
in any spirit of fault-finding, but because 
it haB never appeared very clear that to 
abolish the office of Minister of Customs 
and substitute a Minister of Trade and 
Commerce and a Controller of Customs 
was not an error. 

Ono reason for the multiplication of 
ministerial offices is the desire to have 
all the provinces represented, but even 
this result haB not been reached, Bince 
British Columbia has to-day no repre- 
sentative in the ministry. The ministry 
until the resignation of Sir Oliver Mowat 
was made up as follows : 

Quebec: Laurier, Tarte, Fisher, Joly, 
Fitzpatrick. 

Ontario: Cartwright, Scott, Mowat, 
Mulock, Pateraon. 

Nova Scotia: Fielding, Borden. 

New Brunswick: Blair. 

P. E. Island: Davies. 

Manitoba: Sifton. 

Under this arrangement it will be seen 
that in ministerial representation, Que- 
bec and Ontario are made equal to all 
the Maritime Provinces, Manitoba, Bri- 
tish Columbia and the Territories. That 
is to say, speaking now of salaried min- 
isters, the Dominion may be considered 
aB divided into three sections: Quebec, 
Ontario and the remainder, each of 
which Bectiona has five salaried minis- 
ters. We hardly think that an arrange 
ment of this nature will commend itBelf 
to any one, or be regarded aa permanent. 

In the distribution of cabinet positions 
a premier must always, to a certain ex- 
tent, be governed by political exigen- 
cies. Sir Wilfrid Laurier in forming his 
cabinet could not very well pass by Sir 
Louis Davies, who was tho only avail- 
able pieco of cabinet timber elected from 
the maritime provinces in 1800 who had 
enjoyed much parliamentary experience. 
It was on his advice that Blair and 
Fielding were taken into the cabinet, 
though not members of the Commons ; 
but as Dr. Borden, of Halifax, waa not 
disposed to be overlooked, a place had to 
be found for him, and bo he was given 
the portfolio of Militia. If Mr. Ellis, 
M.P., of St, John, N.B., had pressed his 
claims very hard, it might have been 
found necessary to provide a place for 
him. It was, perhaps, the necessity of 
keeping Dr, Borden in line that de- 
prived British Columbia of a cabinet 
office. Something had to bo done for 
Manitoba, so Mr. Sifton was given tho 
Interior department, and Quebec and 
Ontario divided up what was left. In 
Sir Charles Tupper's ministry the mari- 
time provinces bad one more position 
than at present, that of Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, while British Columbia had a Con- 
trollership. This waB a more equitable 
arrangement, from a territorial point of 
view, than that now prevailing. If the 
ministry were reduced to eleven, the 
following distribution would be equit- 
able: Three each to Ontario and Quebec, 
and one each to tho other provinces. 
Such a reduction would be possible by a 
consolidation of departments, and prob- 
ably without interfering with the public 
Bervice. Another chance that might bB 
satisfactory would be to let Nova Scotia 
Biirrenderone of her positions to BritiBh 
Columbia, and by consolidating port- 
folios tako ono place away from both 
Ontario and Quebec. This would reduce 
tho cabinet to thirteen. Unquestionably 
there ought to bo a minister from the 
Pacific Coast. 



MINING LICENSES 

FOE THE YUKON. 

We again direct attention to the 
desirability of exacting from all persoiiB 
going into tho Yukon to mine or pros- 
pect a license fee, such aa is levied in 
British Columbia. The tax ia Bmall and 
iB willingly paid. Probably 30,000 people, 
at the lowest calculation, will go North 
to prospect in Canadian territory next 
year. We believe that this is a low 
estimate, but 30,000 people paying $5 
each for a licenao would give a revenue 
of $150,000, and there are scores of ways 
in which the money can be used in the 
Yukon country to good advantage. 

Tho license Bhotild be made an abso- 
lutely prerequisite to the Btaking off of 
a claim. That is to say, unless when a 
prospector camo to record his claim he 
could produce a license dated prior to 
hiB discovery, the staking would be void 
We mnke thiB explanation for the benefit 
of those persons who do not understand 
tliB matter. 

These licenses should be made obtain- 
able at Winnipeg, Edmonton, Kam- 
loops, Vancouver, Westminster, Vic- 
toria, Nanaimo and at one or two points 
on tho Yukon, the latter for the con- 
venience of those persona who are now 
in the country. 

We frankly concede that our chief 
object in urging this new regulation is 
to emphasize the fact to all the world 
that the Yukongoldfioldsarein Canada, 
and to compel intending prospectors to 
come to the cities of Canada to purchase 
their outfits. 

The proposed license is a perfectly 
legitimate arrangement. It would be 
exacted of British subjects and foreigners 
alike. Hon. Mr. Sifton wants to bring 
the trade of tho Yukon to Canadian 
cities. Here is a master stroke for that 
purposo which can be accomplished in 
five minuleB and without a dollar's ex- 
pense. 

DOGS AND THEIR OWNERS. 

In the case stated by our correspon- 
dent " Cave Canem " tho pound keeper 
was clearly in the wrong. He had no 
right to seize the dog, and therefore no 
right even to address the lady in regard 
to her dog. As thero is some misappre- 
hension aB to the extent of the pound 
keeper's powers in regard to dogs, it 
may be well to mention that ho is auth- 
orized to seize any dog found running at 
large in the city, unless the dog is regis- 
tered. The by-law declares that a dog 
found running at large without a tag, in- 
dicating that his owner haa paid the tax 
on him, shall bo liable to beimpounded. 
A dog is not running at large when he ia 
accompanied by his owner, or when he 
is on his owner's premises. A dog is to 
be considered at largo under the same 
circumstances as a cow or a horse would 
be. If a person owna a dog and keepa 
him on his own premises or never per- 
mits him to go out unless accompanied 
by some person, tho dog is not liable to 
seizure, but the owner may be subjected 
to the penalty provided by the by-law 
for failure to pay the dog tax. While 
drawing attention to tho law on this 
point, a word may be added in behalf of 
the pound keeper, who haB dutieB to 
perform which he must not neglect. 
Tho absence of a tag on a dog iB prima 
facie evidence that the animal has not 
been registered, and therefore is liable to 
seizure if permitted to run upon the 
Btreets. The best way for the ownerB of 
dogs to follow is to pay up the tax, put 
tags on their doga and then keep the 
animals oft' tho street, except when they 
are with them. 



THE CANADIAN PRESS. 

THE PBOVINCIAL SUBSIDIES. 

Once the people fully realize that the 
subsidy is not manufactured at Ottawa, 
that they pay it to the Dominion tax 
collectors, who hand it over by a round- 
about process to tho provincial treasur- 
ers, they will oppose any increase in the 
share of provincial revenues collected in 
that way.— Toronto Globe. 

IS THIS TRUE?

A SECRET HUMBUG. 

One of the Klondyke projects in Great 
Britain boasts of a "secret pass" which 
will expedite ingress. The government 
ought to purchuse that Eecret. It is to 
bo hoped the paBB will not lead the 
speculators into difficulties, and equally 
to be hoped the agent general will cause 
the wild cat speculators, who are doing 
what is calculated to do the fair name 
of Canada much harm to be watched, 
and if necessary exposed.— Ottawa Free 
Press. 



Wk are in receipt of a pamphlet en 
titled "The Inland Route to the Yukon.' 
It eaya about everything that can be 
said for the route advocated. The map 
accompanying it is excellent, and the 
whole appearance of the work attrac- 
tive. We .take exception, Tiowever, to 
the statement printed on the cover un- 
der the Royal Arms as follows: "Pub- 
lished under the Authority of tho Gov- 
ernment of the Province of British 
Columbia." This gives the pamphlet 
the appearance of being an official pub- 
lication, which it is not. 



It is refreshing to be able to report 
that one of tho popular British paporB 
has put Victoria to the front as the 
Yukon outfitting point. This is the 
Penny Illustrated Paper, which doeB the 
subject full justice. It cites as its 
authority Reuter's Victoria correspond- 
ent, This shows that Iteuter has sent 
the information wired him on thisaubiect 
broadcast over the United Kingdom, 
which is a subject for profound satisfac- 
tion.

A correspondent sends the Colonist 
the following newspaper clipping with 
the request that it may be printed for 
the benefit of all concerned. The ori- 
ginal was printed in 18S0: 

The following is a letter from Aid. 
Cunningham to Attorney-General Davie, 
which will explain itself: 

New Westminster, B.C., 
October 10th, 1SS0. 

DEAB Slit:— A question has been raised in 
this community as to the political status of 
a British subject who was born in the 
United Kingdom, settled in this province 
in 1859, subsequently removed to the United 
States in the year 1,1*71, declaring his inten- 
tion of becoming an A merican citizen, con- 
tinued his residence in the United States 
till 1882, he never completed his citizenship 
or took further steps in that direction, 
never held ullice or acquired property in 
the United States by virtue of his declara- 
tion of intention, returned to this province 
in 188" and has continued to reside here 
since then. Will you, as the Attorney- 
General for liritish Columbia, be good 
enough to state whether a p< rson so cir- 
cumstanced is or is not a lawful British 
subject, and qualified to discharge the 
duties and obligations of citizenship? 
Yours truly, 

Thos." CUNNINOUAM. 

In reply, Attorney-General Davie gave 
it as his opinion that the fact of making 
a declaration did not make him an 
American citizen or debar him from the 
privileges of a Britiah subject.

THE JAPANESE TYPHOON. 

Further Particulars of the Damnge Done- 
Dysentery Epidemic in Japan. 

Concerning the big typhoon which 
wept the coast of Japau on the 8th and 
th of laet month, further details have 
come to hand. No less than 376 hotiBeB 
were totally demolished, 7,728 houseB 
pari ly damaged and 14,013 houses sub- 
merged in Tokvo by the Btorm. In 
Shidzuoka there were 1,000 houses de- 
molished, 1,000 houses seriously dam- 
aged, 38 perBonB killed and 42 injured. 
At Tokvo 30 vessels are Baid to have 
sunk, while IS were damaged and 85 
others broke away from their moorings; 
and from other places come similar re- 
ports. 

Dysentery was very epidemic when 
the Victoria left Japan. In Yokohama 
lysentery cases on September 11th num- 
bered 1,182 with 289 deaths. In Tokyo 
there were 179 cases and 40 deaths. Al- 
together since the prevalence of the 
om plaint there had been 48,970 cases 
and 7,830 deaths up to Soptomber 18th. 

It is reported that over 5,000 Chinese 
have Etarted a riot at Swatow, China, 
opposing the proposed founding of a 
Christian church there. Braves to the 
number of 1,000 have been despatched 
from Canton to pacify matters.

Progress of the Development at tlie Mines— 
An Offer By nn English Company. 

The shareholders of the Vietoria-Tex- 
ada had nn informal meeting last night 
at the oflice of MesBis. Beaumont Bogga 
<fc Co. to hear a report from Mr. George 
Dougherty, who for the laBt eight 
months has been conducting the de- 
velopment work at tho imneB on Texada 
iBland. Mr. Dougherty is one of the 
sturdy old-timora who came to British 
Columbia in 1858, and who began the 
first quartz mining in California in 185]. 
Consequently ho has a long and varied 
experience that should lit him to be a 
pretty good authority in that particular 
branch of mining. 

He states that there are two ' tunnels 
on the Victoria-Texada property, one of 
them being in 180 feet. It begins at the 
shore just above high water and the face 
is in sulphuret ore, which looks decided- 
ly well at the present time. Another 
tunnel haB been run in on a second 
ledge 150 yards to tho west. This letlgo, 
which is free milling and runs into the 
ledge on which the long tunnel has been 
run. The ore on this long tunnel assays 
$28.50 in gold and ifL -10 in silver, and at 
its present face has gained 120 feet depth 
from the surface and in 100 feet 
more will be 240 feet below. The 
tunnel is along tho hanging wall and 
in about thirty feet more it is expected 
that the free gold ledge junction will be 
struck and aiso that a twelve foot ledge, 
which has been traced running north- 
west and southeast will be met. There 
are twelve tons of ore now on the dump 
and the facility with which ore from the 
mine can be loaded on vessels for ship- 
ment is instanced by Mr. Dougherty by 
the fact that 200 sacks were transferred 
to the Maude from the mine in seven- 
teen ami one-half minutes. 

Mr. Dougherty says that work is uoing 
on well on the Surprise claim, which is 
3,000 feet from the Yictorin-Texada 
property and owned by a Comox 
company. The shaft is down 225 feet, 
and two shifts are busy still sinking, the 
ore, which ia sulphuret, getting better 
all the time. A whim is used for hoist- 
ing, and work is proceeding day and 
niirht. 

In regard to the Victoria-Texada pro- 
perty, it is stated that a representative 
of an English development company, 
who visited the property lately, has 
made an offer by which his company are 
desirous to purchase the uqboUI treasury 
stock at par, the money to be used in 
the development of the property under 
their own supervision. 

A JUVENILE THEFT. 

A Vnlise Containing Many Valuables Cut 
Open by Boys and Rifled, 

Four hovs named Joseph Kelly, AnguB 
McDonald, Stephen Cullum and Albert 
Earle, whose youthfulness would almost 
go to show that they are more mischiev- 
ous than vicious, have a charge against 
them at the city police station of steal- 
ing a vnlise belonging to Miss Marea- 
caux, of Thetis island. None of the boys 
are yet in their teens. It seeniB they 
found the valise in an express wagon, 
and taking it to the rear of tho Truck 
and Dray oflice, on Wharf street, rifled 
it and hid away part of the contents, 
The valise wag afterwards thrown away, 
and on Monday evening a boy who found 
in in an open shed on a wharf directly 
back of the ofliee took it to the police 
station with the result that an investi- 
gation was at once instituted. The 
valise with the remaining contents in it 
was forwarded to Miss Marescaiix by act- 
ing Chief Walker and the four boys men- 
tioned were arrested in the afternoon. 
The jewelry, including a gold ring, 
mother-of-pearl opera glasses, lot of rare 
and valuable old coins, a diamond brooch 
and a moonstone monogram pin, was all 
recovered excepting one pin, and this 
the boys say they threw away, believing 
it to possess no other value than ordi- 
nary glass. They state that it fell be- 
tween the cracka of the sidewalk oppo- 
site the Salvation Army Barracks on 
Broad street. Tha police in hopes of 
finding it tore up a considerable portion 
of the planks but were disappointed.

HENRY GEORGE HEAED. 

He Formally Accepts the Candidature lor 
Mayor of Hew York. 

New York, Oct. 5. — Henry George ac- 
cepted the nomination for mayor of 
Greater New York at Cooper Union to- 
night. It was the greatest outpouring 
of people seen in this city during the 
present campaign. The doors were 
opened at 7 :15 and in a few minutes 
every Beat in the big hall wbb occupied. 
By 8 o'clock several thousand unable to 
gain admittance assembled outside and 
held open air meetings. Jerome O'Neill, 
of the Central labor union, presided, 
and when lie mentioned the Chicago 
platform the entire audience rose to their 
feet and the cheering continued several 
minutes. 

When Henry George entered tho hall 
the audience arose and for several min- 
utes there waa a hurricane of cheering. 
Mr. George in the course of his speech 
said : " Fellow democrats, men who vot- 
ed last year for Wax. J. Bryan, I accept, 
your nomination. I cannot divide into 
parts the questions which I as a citizen 
have to deal with. For the same reason 
that I oppose this monstrous tariff in all 
its forms, for the same reason that I 
would vote wherever I could for the utter 
abolition of that tariff, for that same rea- 
son I am opposed to the interference 
with individual liberty which you see 
here in New York. 

" I am a Democrat in the Jefferson ian 
sense, because I believe in principles 
and stand for the philosophy of Thomas 
Jefferson. Upon that point my life has 
always been clear and consistent. This 
nomination has not been sought by me. 
It has been repugnant to me. My life 
lay in a different path, and I hoped to 
continue to tread it. But I hold with 
Thomas Jefferson that no tnancan ignore 
the demands of the people when they a6k 
him to come to the front and represent 
their principles. I believe I will be 
elected. I believe that behind the so- 
called Democracy there is a power that 
would east uside like chaff all that on- 
cumbered and cast it down, in the 
honest people and in the democracy that 
holds that all men are equal, that would 
revivify this great imperial city, not 
merely the state, not merely the coun- 
try, but the world. Democrats, fellow- 
citizens, I accept your nomination with- 
out wavering or turning, whether those 
who stand by me are few or many. 
Fellow-Democrats, I am your candidate 
for the mayoralty of the Greater New 
York." ^ 

EXCURSIONISTS KILLED. 

Railway Accident in Colorado Costs Two 
Passengers Their Lives. 

Pueblo, Colo., Oct. 1.— One person 
waa killed outright and another died 
soon after by a wreck on the Denver & 
Rio Grande at Colopaki, west of Pueblo, 
caused by the breaking of a journal of 
an excursion train. The first section of 
the narrow gauge from Marshall Paes 
waa slowing down to take the siding at 
Colorado Pass, when a journal on the 
tirst day coach broke. The car pitched 
over on its side and dragged with it all 
the cars behind, another coach, two 
sleepers and the company's car. Three 
tourist cars and the baggage car re- 
mained on the track. 

The cars were all crowded with excur- 
sionists for the festival of " The Moun- 
tain and Plain " at Denver. There was 
little excitement and not much wreck- 
age, as the train waa running very 
slowly. The dead are: Mrs. F. D. Mc- 
Intyre and F. \V. Seylor, of 2809 Car- 
mony avenue, Cincinnati, O. The latter 
had his legB crushed, and died on the 
way to the hospital. 



AN EMBELLISHED STORY. 

Request for U. S. Naval Statistics Used to 
Start a War Scare. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Oct. 5.— A special to 
the Evening News from Bridgeport, 
Conn., Bays: "That the government 
strongly anticipates Berious trouble with 
Spain is shown by the notification sent 
secretly yesterday to the owners of a 
number of the largest steamships and 
steam yachts on the Atlantic coast asking 
immediate information ns to the speed, 
capacity and fighting strength of their 
vessels and other complete data with a 
view to their being enrolled as auxiliary 
cruisers in the navy. 

" A further request waa made, the 
Morning Union learns on good authority, 
for the owners to hold themselves in 
readiness to turn the vessels over to the 
government at a moment's notice, an 
intimation being given that use will be 
found for them shortly." 



The Engineers' Strike. 
London, Oct. 5.— The employers' fed- 
eration officially deny the statement 
that they have agreed to a conference 
with their former employes, tho en- 
gineers and allied trades, who are now 
on strike, declaring that the employers 
will not move from their position until 
the strikers return to work uncondi- 
tionally. 

Salvation by Suicide. 
St. Peteunijurci, Oct. C. — Fresh exca- 
vations in TernavaBky, district of Tirea- 
spol, not far from Odessa, the scene of 
the living burials of a number of persons 
belonging to a roligioua sect known as 
Raskolniki, who liad been walled up 
alive by Feodore Kovaleff, in order that 
they might secure salvation by self-im- 
molation, have resulted in the discovery 
of six more bodies of men, women and 
children, The search continues, and it 
ia expected that about 30 more bodies 
will be unearthed. 

Spain's New Premier. 

Madrid, Oct. 5. — Senor Sagasta, the 
premier, was tho first visitor to the Uni- 
ted StatOB legation this morning. His 
interview with General Woodford was 
cordial, but absolute reserve is main- 
tained about what passed in the conver- 
sation. 

Typhoid in Kent. 
London-, Oct. 5. — The typhoid fever at 
Maidstone, Kent, is still spreading. 
There are now 1,886 cases of tho disease 
and new eases are hourly reported.

GERMANY'S NAVY. 

Complaint of" Its Utter Inadequacy to Pro- 
tect National Interests. 

Berlin, Oct. fi.— Prince Hohenlohe it 
ia alleged has already thrice tendered his 
resignation as chancellor, but has been 
induced to withdraw it because no 
suitable successor could bo found among 
Prussians of princely rank and because 
Dr. Von Miquel is reluctant to assume 
such a thorny legacy. The latter has 
used all his influence to persuade Prince 
Hohenlohe to retain the oflice. 

The Koelniscbe Zeituug in a frank 
article explaining the motives under- 
lying the naval plans of Emperor Wil- 
liam, does not scruple to assert that in 
the case of Samoa, Germany more than 
anyone has had reason to establish law 
and order by force of arms, but has re- 
frained and still doeB not think of at- 
tempting anything of the kind because 
tho English and Americana have a. finger 
in the pie. Adding: "Tho alarmingly 
defenceless state ot the German coaBts, 
to say nothing of German interests all 
over the world, show the necessity for a 
strong navy," 



THOMAS FIELDING, M. V. 

Sudden Death of This Well Known Sports- 
man While at His Favorite 
Pastime. 

London, Oct. 5.— Thomas Fielding, 
Conservative member of parliament for 
the Middleton division of Lancashire, 
died suddenly to-dny near Dunkella, 
Scotland, while out shooting. 

The late Thomas Fielding was a great 
sportsman, and exceedingly popular with 
all sortB and conditions of men in Lan- 
cashire. He was a director of the Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire railway, and a be- 
liever in bimetalism. He was born in 
1854, and was the son of James Fielding, 
M. P. for the EaBt division West riding 
Yorkshire from 1S08 to 1SS0. Mr. Field- 
ing was a justice of the pence for the 
West riding of Yorkshire. Ho was 
educated at Wellington college and 
Trinity college, Cambridge. His country 
seat was Grimston Park, Tadicaster, 
Yorkshire. 



LIFE IN SAN DOMLNGO. 

A "Pleasant Sunday Afternoon," With 
Many Citizens Killed nnd Wounded. 

New York, Oct. 5.— The first news of 
a most Berious riot at San Domingo, in 
which six men were killed and more 
than 20 men wounded, was brought here 
by Harrison R. Williams, who arrived 
to-day on the Atlas line steamer Alen 
from Port Limon. The riot was be- 
tween influential part jz&na of President 
Agilazos and his opponents, Both par- 
ties had held a demonstration in their 
club rooms in San Domingo a week ago 
last Sunday. On the afternoon of that 
day they paraded through the streets. 
About a hundred men were in each par- 
ade. In order to reach their club rooms 
they had to pasB one another, They 
met in the main street, opposite the 
cathedral. Some one fired a pistol, and 
in a twinkling bullets were whizzing 
plentifully. Knives were used and rockB 
thrown. Every man was bent on blood- 
shed. The priestB came running out of 
the cathedral and called on the rioters 
to desist. The riot waged for some time 
longer, but finally the efforts of the 
priests were successful. The ground 
was then strewn with bloody men, 
Three were already dead and thirty or 
more wounded.

Bolfo's Song*. 

H. W. Balfo, to whom we owo th« 
music of "Como Into tho Garden, 
Maud," is probably tho favorito com- 
poser of tho English peoplo. His songs 
have exercised a remarkable iufluenco 
over our countrymen. Thero is some- 
thing so plaintive, so tender, in the 
melody of suoh pieces as "When Other 
Lips," "Tho Heart BowodDown," eto., 
that few are impervious to their charm. 

"Como Into tho Garden, Maud," was 
written especially for Mr. Sims Roovcs. 
When Balfe waB living in Paris, tho 
English tenor wrote him that he was 
in urgent need of a now song by a cer- 
tain dato and begged tho composer to 
supply ono. Balfo had long thought of 
giving Tennyson's ballad a setting. So 
now, stimulated by tho desiro to write 
something worthy of tho great vocalist, 
for whoso art ho had a very deop admi- 
ration, and inspired by tho sweet lines of 
"Come Into tho Garden, Maud," ho 
composed the graceful air now so famil- 
iar. Ho then sent it to the singer, who 
wroto in return, "Yes, it will do." 

Sims Beovcs (whoso voice at that timo 
was absolutely incomparable) gave tho 
song a prominent placo in his repertory. 
Ho quickly sang it into popularity — a 
popularity which was not altogether 
confined to English speuking countries, 
for on tho occasion of tho Princo of 
Wales' visit to Paris for the exhibition 
of 1800, at a concert which was given 
in his honor English musical art was 
represented by two pieccB. Those pieces 
wero a trio from Balfo's opera "Fal- 
staff," und "Como Into tho Garden, 
Maud." Tho reception given by tho 
Parisians to tho latter, which was sung 
by Mr. Joseph Maas, indicated that tho 
melody was almost as well known in 
Franco as in England. — Philadelphia 
Ledger. 

The IMous Man of Blood and Iron. 

Bism.uek's numerous references to 
religion iu speeohes and letters bear tho 
impress of sincerity. Wo cannot bo sur- 
prised that to tho public his Christian 
convictions were not always as promi- 
nent as national considerations and po- 
litical motives, nor is it strango that 
thoso whom his policy hurt pronounced 
him inconsistent or oven an atheist. His 
own rulo is expressed in tho words, "I 
cannot regard as a political friend or as 
an ally one who subordinates his evan- 
gelical confession to his politics. " There 
aro other proofs than thoso known to 
the public that religion is a deop aud 
dominant characteristic of his heart. 

During tho writor's rcsideuco in Ber- 
lin ho received tho testimony of one 
near tho chancellor and familiar with 
his views aud life, a testimony not 
meant for tho world, but to tho effeot 
that his religious convictions are de- 
vout and earnest. From another private 
source came a similar testimony. When 
about to start on tho Austrian cam- 
paign in I860, Bismarck desired to par- 
take of tho Lord's Supper. He preferred 
not to do this in church. That might 
look as if ho wished to attract publio 
attention. Therefore ho took it at home, 
iu tho private circle of his family. The 
pastor who administered tho commu- 
nion felt suro that au inner nood 
prompted Bismarck to celebrato the 
Lord's Supper at a timo when it could 
not bo foreseen who would roturu from 
the war. — Homiletic Review. 



A Dinner at Lincoln's Inn. 

You would bo greatly amused to seo 
our dinner at Lincoln's Inn. There aro 
tables at tho head of tho room for tho 
benchers, who aro tho old leaders of tho 
bar, such as Lord Brougham, Lord St. 
Leonards, Sir Roundell Palmer, Sir 
Hugh Cairnes, etc. Next como tables 
for tho barristers, of whom some 40 or' 
50 always are found at dinner. Next- 
tho students to tho number of about- 
150, including your humble servant, all 
seated at long tables and dressed iu 
stuff gowtis, which tho waiters throw 
over us in the antechamber befcro we 
enter tho dining hall. To each four per- 
sons, who constitute a mess, tho waiter 
serves a dinner composed of soup, ouo 
joint and vegetables, one sweot dish 
and cheese. A bottle of sherry or port 
at choicu is allowed to each mess (fiery 
stuff it is) and bitter beer ad libitum. 
The charge for tho dinner is 3 shillings. 
No ono at mess helps another, but tho 
etiquette is each in turn helps himself, 
one being first for soup, tho *»xt first 
for tho joint and so on. One dines al- 
most every day with somo stranger, but 
tho rulo is that all aro presumed to bo 
gentlemen and conversation is at ouco 
established with en tiro abandon, as if 
the parlies wero old acquaintances.

Apple Treo With » History, 

Mrs. Sarah Kincaid, living at Rush- 
ville, Ind. , is tho owner of tho oldest 
fruit treo in the county— iu fact, tho 
oldest treo of any kind in tho county 
planted by human hand of which there 
is u record. The apple is a greening and 
is a seedling. It was planted in 1817 
by some of tho ancestors of Mrs. Kin- 
caid. They wero passing through this 
section from Kentucky and camped on 
this spot. Tho treo is now 80 years old. 
It is now almost 10 feet in circumfer- 
ence at the base and is over 50 foot high. 
It shades sufficient ground in summer 
time for a colored camp meeting. The 
tree has never onco failed to bear a crop 
of apples since it llrst boro fruit. In tho 
days of slavery agitation several politi- 
cal meetings wero held in this applo 
grovo and under this patriarchal applo 
tree. It is said that meetings of Knights 
of the Golden Circle wero also held 
thero during the war. Thomas Bright, 
a farm laborer, committed suicide by 
hanging himself to tho branches of this 
old tree. Tho family intends to lot tho 
treo Btand as long as nature wills it 
should. — Exchange.

THE TESLIN LAKE ROUTE. 

To tiie Editok:— The money, energy 
and labor that have been expended with- 
in the past three months in the effort to 
convey supplieB across the paBseB, at the 
head of Lynn Canal, would have built a 
good wagon road from Telegraph creek 
to Tealin lake, and have left, over and 
above, enough to pay forsteatnera on the 
lake. 

Many weighty considerations point to 
the expediency of the earliest poasible 
construction of that road. Someof these 
are: That its construction will facilitate 
the building of the railway, of which it 
would he the forerunner; that it would 
tend to keep trade in Canadian band?; 
that it would be free from foreign inter- 
ference; that it would lead to the upper 
waters of the Yukon and those tribu- 
taries thereof on which important dis- 
coveries of gold have recently been made; 
that it would he practicable for a longer 
period of the year than any other route. 
Other reaeona might be cited, but per- 
hapB the foregoing may be accepted as 
sufficiently conclusive of the superiority 
of this route. 

The establishment of this route would 
of itself exert a strong inlluence in con- 
trolling the outfitting and supply trade; 
but in addition I would Btiggest tho fol- 
lowing reasons : That adequate Bteam- 
boat accommodation between the Coast 
cities and the head of navigation on the 
Stickeen be furnished ; that warehouses 
of large capacity be built at the head of 
navigation on the Stickeen, and at the 
point of embarkation on Tealin lake, for 
the storage of miners' supplies while 
waiting for meana of transport. At 
Skagway parties had to be split up into 
three divisions, one to keep guard over 
storeB at each end of the trail and on9 to 
pack. Miners would be glad to pay a 
small charge for warehousing their 
goods, where they would be safe from 
the depredations of thieves and the in- 
fluences of weather, and these ware- 
houses would be a strong recommenda- 
tion of the route. 

I would also suggest that the Domin- 
ion government should appoint agents 
in Vancouver and Victoria whose busi- 
ness should be to issue periodical bulle- 
tins, based on reports of the mining re- 
corder and other official, containing the 
latest authentic news from the mining 
districts; should furnish all information 
as to the country, the mode of reaching 
it, outfitting, and all other particulars 
for the benefit of those intending to go 
to the Yukon. These reports being sent 
abroad, dated from the Coast citiea, and 
bearing the stamp of official authority, 
would be accepted aa unmistakeable 
proof that these pointa are the headquar- 
ters at which reliable information is to 
be obtained and from whence the start 
for the Yukon can most advantageously 
be made. 

I make these suggestions in the idea 
that they may be of somo use now that 
the question of adveitiBing the Coaat 
cities aa outfitting points iB under con- 
sideration. A. W. Rogkus

Port.

So regularly have the sealers boon re- 
turning during the past week that when 
one arrives now she creates little stir 
along the water front. She comes to an 
anchor in James Bay, then moves into 
the wharf, and after discharging her 
cargo proceeds through the bridge to 
winter quarters. Yesterday's arrival 
waa the Mermaid, last heard from 
the Copper island coast. She reports a 
total catch of 1,125 Bhins for the season, 
of which Bhe shipped home from Hako 
date some time ago 000 pelts, aud 142 
were secured off the Copper island coast. 
Besides her own part catch the schooner 
brought home 72(j skins belonging to the 
Geneva. She had had a pleasant run 
home, having left the islands behind on 
the 5th of last month. Captain Ander 
son tells in effect the same story of the 
sealing as his predecessors in arriving 
home have, seals having been found 
very scattered and scarce, not through 
being killed off, but through the wide 
distribution of their food this year. 

SEPTEMBER BUSINESS. 

The September shipping reports of R 
P. RitbeUt Co. makea the following in 
teresting reporta: "After an active 
month's business at increased rates 
the |market for grain vessels shows 
some weakness at the close, 'and 
it Beema likely that further charter- 
ing must be on a lower basis. At the 
same time the number of unfixed ves- 
sels is not large, which makes ownera 
pretty firm in their ideas and unwilling 
to meet exporters. Lumber vessels are 
still scarce, but the business offerings 
are not extensive, so rates may bo 
quoted practically without change. The 
range of charter, too, is somewhat limi- 
ted thiB month. Yet another admirable 
ship has been added to the fleet, the fix- 
ture of the City of Benares being re- 
ported at 37b. 6d. ; a very substantial ad- 
vance on the last rate paid." 

CHANGE OF SCHEDULE. 

With the sailing of the R. M. S. Em- 
press of India for the Orient on Monday, 
the winter schedule of the Canadian 
Pacific Steamship Company will come 
into operation. By it the intervals be- 
tween sailings will be extended to about 
double those at present, the service to be 
given being a steamer each way, going 
and coming, about every four weeks. 
The India has already got a full comple- 
ment of cabin passengers, and her freight 
is an enormous one.

WILLIAM'S BLACK EYE. 

How the "First War Lord" Had His Optic 
Banged by a Sub-Lieutenant. 

For blacking Emperor William's eye, 
young Lieutenant Von Hahnke, of the 
German navy, disgraced in the eyes of 
all his fellow-officers, has committed 
suicide, and one more scandal is added 
to the already long list of those which 
have made Wilhelm's reign the moat 
notorious in German history, says a 
Berlin cablegram. 

This is not the first time that the Em- 
peror has caused the suicide of a German 
officer. When he waa still Prince Wil- 
liam he had a violent quarrel with the 
lieutenant of a regiment quartered in 
Potsdam. 

Furious with anger, the Prince atruck 
the officer. The latter could not retali- 
ate in kind, but sent a challenge. The 
Prince refused to fight, on the plea of 
inequality of rank, and the officer shot 
himself. 

The Btory of the Von Hahnke episode 
ia one of studied concealment on the part 
of the official chroniclera of court newa. 
The blacK eye of Ilia Majesty, bo it ia 
given out, waa merely the result of the 
bursting of a cable with which he came 
in contact. Von Hahnke, bo they have 
told us, is dead, sure enough; but the 
poor fellow tumbled oil' his wheel head- 
long over a cliff, and they produced a 
bicycle at the top of the cliff to give 
plausibility to the yarn. 

The Kaiser received his black eye on 
hoard his yacht, tiie Hohenzollern, 
while voyaging through the Norwegian 
fjords hiBtJuly. Soon after it was an- 
nounced that one of his adjutants, Lieut- 
enant Van Hahnke, was mvsteriously 
killed. The official papers at the time 
had their explanations ready : " The 
Emperor waa Btruck by the end of a 
cable snapping in two," and " Hahnke 
lost his balance while bicycling on the 
edne ol a torrent and was drowned." 

Those explanations were accepted with 
more or less credulity in the Fatherland, 
for in this country, where on an average 
fourteen years of imprisonment is meted 
out week by week to editora and others 
found iniilty of "insult to Majesty, " it 



the Landven lake, the Kaiser came on 
deck while Hahnke waB riding round on 
his bicycle, a practice which, though 
forbidden by the commander of the 
yacht, had been permitted to the 
younger officers on board by His Ma- 
jesty himBelf. 

The KaiBer, on that morning, had evi- 
dently forgotten this, and when he saw 
Hahnke, he called out: " Get off that 
wheel, lieutenant, and report to the cap- 
tain your breach of discipline. You will 
remain in your cabin for the next three 
dayB." 

This rebuke waB given in the presence 
of several officers and in front of a line of 
soldiers. 

Hahnke did as ho was bidden, dis- 
mounting with the customary wordB, 
" At Your Ma jeBty 'b orders." But as he 
ascended to the bridge to report himself 
to the captain, His Majesty called out, 
imperiously: "Dare not mount those 
BtopB. They are reserved for the Kaiser. 
You are not worthy to crawl where the 
chief war lord walka." 

Hahnke turned as if stung. He was 
white with rage: "I am an officer like 
your Majesty," he said, "and allow no 
one to insult me, I will report in your 
Majesty's cabin presently and demand 
Batiafaction." 

With that he started to go below, the 
Emperor following, "You little up- 
start," cried Wilhelm, "I will have the 
epaulettes torn from your shoulders and 
your sword broken bb an ungrateful aud 
mischevious servant." 

"Servant," cried Hahnke, and with 
that his right arm Bhot out and his fist 
landed on the Emperor's left eye. Then 
he threw himself upon Williama' stag- 
gering form and waa about to hurl him 
to the deck, when the witnesses of the 
affair grabbed him and tore him off. 

The Kaiser was helped to his feet and 
carried to hiB cabin. The great war lord 
was bleeding and he frothed at the 
mouth, while crying for Hahuke'B blood. 
He ordered a court martial to be held 
immediately. 

Hahnke was roughly handled by his 
brother officers on being dragged to hia 
cabin, but hia comradeB soon recovered 
from their first auger and held a hasty 
council of war, in which it waa decided 
that be should be put aBbore at once, so 
as to give him an opportunity to escape 
an ignominious death and military dis- 
grace, for it iB a capital offence in Ger- 
many to raise one's hand against royal- 
ty, let alune blacking the Emperor's 
eye. 

So poor Hahnke, after giving up his 
sword to the captain and donning civil- 
ian dreBB, was hiiBtled into a steam 
launch and landed at the shore of tho 
lake. 

" That," concluded the poor lieuten- 
ant's cousin, " wiib the last the officers of 
the Hohenzollern saw or heard of iiim. 
They had his word of honor that ho 
would do away with himself and im- 
plicitly trusted him, expecting soon to 
be informed of the discovery of his body 
in the neighborhood. 

When the Kaiser recovered from the 
Bhock of this extraordinary affair he was 
disposed to court martial the captain 
and hiB entire Btall' of officers for allow- 
ing the criminal to escape, but after a 
while he was persuaded that the couroe 
taken was the beat one after all. Upon 
the captain's advice, Hahnke's bicycle 
was brought ashore during the night and 
thrown over the rocks atthe falls. There 
it was discovered next day by the na- 
tives, and thus the story that the young 
man met with a bicycle accident gained 
credence. 

As a matter of fact young Hahnke liv- 
ed ten dayB after leaving the Hohenzol- 
lern, staying at a peasant's hut in the 
neighborhood of the lake. During that 
time he wrote letterB to his relatives and 
friends, in which he told them that he 
had engaged himself on his word of hon- 
or to commit suicide, while guilty of 
no offense ia the eyes of the world at 
large. 

He must have drowned himself about 
the 22nd or 23rd of July, or shortly after 
that, and to make certain his drowning, 
weighted his pockets with lead aud also 
hung a piece of lead on his neck. 

"These Northland trips," said a well- 
known naval surgeon to the New York 
Journal correspondent, " are under- 
taken for a specific purpose. The 
Kaiser'B physicians think his peculiar 
derangement, reappearing every year in 
July, might be cured in a cold climate, 
and it has actually abated to some ex- 
tent'in tho last few seasons. Of course 
there is no way of guarding against sud- 
den outbreaks, and the crew of the Ho- 
henzollern is therefore made up of old 
and tried men, in whom perfect confi- 
dence is placed, while all the officers and 
members of the Biiite are His Majesty's 
personal friends. This was young 
Hahnke's first trip in attendance upon 
the Kaiser, and for Borne reason or other 
he had not been informed or what 
might h" expected of William at any 
time, li he had known tho facts he 
would have treated the insult offered 
ith perfect indifference, as the 
other officers on the Hohenzollern do — 
and would bo alive to-day." 

Further inquiries developed tho fact 
that tho injury to the Kaiser's leg re- 
ceived on his Northland trip of 1891 waa 
the result of a fall incurred while chas- 
ing Count Philip Eulenburg, now am- 
bassador to Austria, sword in hand. 
On that occasion he fell down the Balon 
steps. 

On another trip he waa forced to let 
his beard grow, as for two weeks nobody 
dared approach him while he was suffer- 
ing from "dementia of persecution." 
When ho recovered ho found that the 
beard suited him, and let it grow. 

It iB Baid that the Kaiser really seems 
to deeply regret the Horry circumstances 
of Hahnke's death. He has been more 
attentive and kinder to the general, tho 
lieutenant's father, than ever, and baa 
promised his victim's uncle on hia 
mother's side, General of Cavalry Von 
Buelow, the post of imperial chancellor 
after Prince Hohenlohe's retirement. 

In conclusion, it may be said that tho 
dummy story, so assiduously circulated 
by the official press, waa invented to 
account, if necessary, for Hahnko's en- 
tire disappearance. It waB thought pos- 
sible that the young man might change
